ing, announced he would not. 
heed the requests of doctors 
and research institutions to 
have dogs released for medi­ 
cal research after they are 
unclaimed for five days.

County Poundrrtaster Mar- 
vin T. Throndson told the 
board he is opposed to releas­ 
ing stray animals for experi­ 
mental purposes.

"We expect to issue approx­ 
imately 172.000 dog licenses 
this year," Chace said, "and 
the department of the Coun­ 
ty Poundmaster is entirely 
self-supporting."

"The dog owner and dog

aid of general fund money 
and as far as I am concerned, 
the wishes of the dog owners 
are paramount," Chace de­ 
clared.

The supervisor said It was 
apparent to him during past 
hearings on the same subject 
that pet owners are unalter­ 
ably opposed to turning

er for medical research.
"Stray animals must b« 

kept for a period of at least 
five days," Chace explained, 
"thereafter at the discretion 
of the department the animal 
may be disposed of."
